ASSEMBLE IN NUMBERED ORDER 


These kits do » + include cement, therefore, you should obtain from your local stockist a suitable polystyrene cement. 
Lay the parts out in front of you on the table and fit together before cementing to be sure of using the correct pieces. 
Study the instruction sheets carefully before attempting to assemble. 

To avoid breakage, parts should be cut off the sprues with scissors or a modelling knife and not be broken off by hand. 
When building your kit, follow the sequence where shown on your leaflet. If no sequence is shown, first cement the 
windows and doors to the interior surface of the walls—assemble walls and roof; then cement building to base. Any 
exterior detail may then be added. FIDELITY 
Use the cement very sparingly to avoid unsightly blobs on your finished model. eh 
Bending sections: 

In some cases apply cement and allow it to soften the plastic to ease bending. 

Some kits may contain spare doors, steps and windows, etc. These could be useful for adding to other models. 
The cover picture can serve as a useful guide to colour and landscaping.
